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A typo, Oto, in line 3 of claim 1 1 is noted. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18, 26, 28, 39 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Improper Markush language is recited in claims 18, 26, 39 and 45, and an 
insertion of "and" before the last specie is needed. The recited "about 20 mole percent" 
in line 3 of claim 28 lacks an antecedent basis. 

Claims 1-17, 19-25, 27, 29-38 and 40-44 are allowed. 

Claims 18, 26, 28, 39 and 45 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Pat. 5,824,398 to Shih (WO 9749757) is considered a 
closest prior art since it teaches employing a large amount of a plasticizer for polyesters 
and obtaining a film thereof in examples, but it fails to teach or suggest the instant 
melting temperature and percent crystallinity after annealing for the base copolyester 
and the melting temperature of a film or sheet thereof. 
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Many art of record such as US 5,753,782, US 4,450,250 and GB 805,586 teach 
polyester compositions containing a large amount of a plasticizer in examples, but they 
also fail to teach or suggest the instant melting temperature and percent crystallinity 
after annealing for the base copolyester and the melting temperature of a film or sheet 
thereof.
